Pits on the Hillside 

, Where natural Ice may he harvested 
economically and easily, farmers in lo¬ 
cating Ice houses and Ice pits can oft¬ 
en take advantage of bills, trees or 
buildings which afford protection 
I against hot winds and direct sunlight, 
and thus reduce melting losses, says 
•John T. Bowen of the bureau **f agri¬ 
cultural engineering. I’nlted States Me 
part men t of Agriculture. To facilitate 
drainage the ground should be porous 
and slope from the building. 

On a dairy farm, a vestibule and 
cooling room are desirable features of 
the ice house, which should be con¬ 
venient t<* the dairy house. On n gen- 
ernl farm, the Ice house should he con¬ 
venient lo the residence. 

Small houses on farms using nat¬ 
ural ice can he used to store a sea¬ 
son's supply for household purposes, 
and on farms using manufactured ice 
to store a supply sufiicient to save fre¬ 
quent trips to the Ire plant.

Two Useful FruiIs 

E VEUBODY likes grapefruit, 
and everybody likes pine¬ 
apple, but have you over 
thought of combining these two 
useful fruits in recipes which 
should thus be doubly appealing 
to the palate? If you haven’t, 
hero are some which will show 
you how to do it. 

Pineapple anil Grapefruit Short - 
rake BOll three f..un hs OQp 
canned pineapple syrup, three- 
fourths cup canned grapefruit 
syrup and two tablespoons sugar 
five minutes. Cool, add two c:tip 
diced canned pineapple and two 
cups canned grapefruit sections 
and serve on hot, rich baking 
powder biscuits, split and bat¬ 
tered. This makes enough for 
eight. 

A Combination Salad 

Pineapple and Grapefruit Salad 
i rith Cheese Dressing. Drain the 
contents of two 8-ounce cans of 
Hawaiian pineapple tidbits (or 
one and one-half cups diced sliced 
pineapple*, and toss lightly with 
one cup canned grapefruit sec¬ 
tions. one cup orange sections and 
one-half cup halved. seeded 
grapes. Pile in lettuce leaves and 
pour over the following cheese 
dressing. Serves eight. 

Cheese Dressing: Shake to¬ 
gether in six tablespoons salad 
oil, one tablespoon lemon juice, 
one tablespoon pineapple syrup, 
and salt and paprika to taste.

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PROLIFIC PEACHES 


H AVE you evereonslilcred a< a 
housewife how prolific are 
peaches of dainty dishes? 
You can make plo* with them, 
puddings, fruit combination*, ice 
cream, pickles, candy, cakes and 
cake fillings, salads nnd even 
soup. The more you think of It. 
the more prolific penche- become 
of n variety of delicious recipes , 
with which to regale your family 
nnd friends. 

Rut that’s merely nn asser¬ 
tion. Here's something to hack | 
It up—tested recipes for many 
of the uses mentioned above. 

A Pic and a Pudding 

Pcorh Pie with Whole Wheat 
Crusts Drain the sliced peaches 
from a No. 2‘j can. and lay them 
evenly in a pie tin lined with 
whole wheat pastry. Mix one-half 
cup sugar with four tablespoons 
white flour, and sprinkle over. 
Dot with two tablespoons butter, 
and pour over two-thirds of a cup 
of the peach syrup. Cover with 
upper crust, and bake in a hot 
oven—425 to 450 degrees—for 
thirty minutes. This cuts into 
lx or eight pieces. 

Peach Oatmeal Pudding: Drain 
the peach halves from a No. 2 can 
and arrange them in the bottom 
of a buttered round or square, 
cake tin. Sprinkle over four 
tablespoon bre v.n su :ar and 
some cinnamon. Fr«*nm f ur table-1 
spoon, butter, add one-huL cup 
brown sugar, cream again, and 
add one well-beaten egg. Add one- 
half cup milk alternately with 
one-half cup flour, two teaspoons 
king powder, and one-fourth 


teaspoon salt, sifted together and 
added to one-half cup qulek- 
eooking oatmeal. Add one-fourth 
teaspoon vanilla. Pour this bat¬ 
ter over the peaches and bake In 
a moderate oven. 275 decrees, for 
about thirty minutes. Serve hot 
or cold with thin cream. Deli¬ 
cious! Serves eight. 

A Fruit Dish and Ice Cream 

Prnch Celestial: Scald four cu,*-s 
milk, reserving one-half cup to 
mix with eight tablespoons corn¬ 
starch. one-half cup sugar and ! 
one-fourth teaspoon salt. Add and 1 
stir until thick nnd creamy. Cover 
nnd cook twenty minutes. Add 
one teaspoon lemon flavoring 
and one teaspoon orange flavor¬ 
ing. and pour out onto a fiat serv-1 
lng dish, cover top with canned 
peach halves, nnd chill. Sprinkle 
with moist canned cocoannt over 
entire top. In serving take up a 
peach with each serving. Serves 
eight. 

Peach and Macaroon Ire Cream: 
Press peaches from a No. 1 can 
through :i sieve, add two-thirds 
cup sugar and three cups thin 
cream, and freeze to a mush. Add 
two-thirds cup macaroon crumbs 
and continue freezing. Seme 
flanked by two small meringue 
glacis. Serves eight to ten. 

Pickles and Candy 

Peach nnd Pineapple Conserve: 
Mix together the contents of a No. ' 
2 can of peaches, a No. 2 can of 
crushed pineapple, one cup seed¬ 
less raisins, one and one-half cups 
brown sugar, and the juice and j 
grated rind of four lemons. The 
peaches should bo finely cut. I 


Rook gently until thick, adding 
one cup chopped walnuts ten 
minutes before done. Pour Into 
Jelly glasses or jars. Makes about 
three pints. 

Peach Jelly Cubes: Press tho 
contents of an 8-ounce can of 
peaches through a sieve, making 
a puree. Add one-half cup pectin , 
syrup, one-half cup sugar, one- 
lmlf cup corn syrup nnd one tahle- 
spoon lemon juice, and boll till 
thermometer registers 222 de¬ 
grees. Pour Into greased pans 
so that mixture Is about one-half 
inch thick, and let cool. Let 
stand overnight in a cold place. 
Cut in cubes and roll in powdered 
sugar. You may also dip this in 
chocolate or in melted fondant If 
you prefer. 

A Salad and a Soup 

Peach and Cottage Cheese 
Salad: On a large chop plate or 
salad plate arrange the required 
number of individual lettuce 
nests. In each one place a woll- 
chillcd canned peach half, cut 
side up. Pile cottage cheese light¬ 
ly in tlie center of each peach 
half, and garnish with preserved 
grapes or maraschino cherries 
and mayonnaise. 

Sparkling (Unger Bouillon: 
Smooth together one teaspoon 
cornstarch and one tablespoon 
cold water, nnd add to th*' syrup 
from a nu t can of peaches, tho 
Juice of half n lemon ami one tea¬ 
spoon sugar. Cook until slightly 
thickened. Thill. Just before 
serving, combine with one pint 
iced ginger ale, and serve at once. 
Serves eight.* 
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
